LONDON (Reuters)—The Times to- 
Gay appealed for South Africa's continued 
emembership in the Commonwealth, 

An editorial in the independent news- 
paper said Commonwealth members 
would be making a mistake if they biack- 
balled South Africa. 

The newspaper was commenting on 
the referendum Wednesday in which South 
Africa's all-white electorate voted in favor 
of a republic. 

The Times commented that some Com- 
monweaith nations opposed to South 
Africa's racial segregation policy want to 
“register. dissent in the strongest terms,” 
overriding all other considerations. 

“If they are able to blackball the Union 
of South Africa, it will be a mistake,” the 
newspaper said. No good will come of 
such action either for the Commonwealth 
or for the ordinary men and women-—not 


least the colored, Indian and black among 


them-——of the union.
